“You have contributed to America 
and the world one of the great lead- 
ers of our time,” Mr. Nixon told a 
Standing room only crowd of more 
than 12,000 in the Charlotte coliseum. 

In a 15minute address, the Presi- 
dent called Mr. Graham the “top 
preacher and the top evangelist in the 
world today.” ae ni A ae 

He credited the 52-year-old. Mr. 
Graham with having helped signifi- 
cantly in the nation’s retention of re- 
ligious faith. 

Mr. Nixon unveiled a three foot by

Charlotte. The marker included an 
inscription signed by the President 


-which reads: ‘Billy Graham is“one

The old 
Graham homestead was torn down 
recently to make way for a commer-

Bily Graham, father of five, lives 
in a mountain-top home near Ashe- 
ville, N. C., about 100 miles west of 
Charlotte. Three of his daughters are 
married. The youngest child, 13-year- 
old Ned, is the only one still at home.

“There is much dishoneSty in this 
matter,”’ Owens continued. “‘It is the 
dishonesty of a simplistic solution 
written in absolutist terms.” 


He said he believed that religious 
People have encouraged a shameful 
attitude toward drinking. ‘‘It must be 
done on the sly, the way small boys 
smoke im the bathroom or behind the 
barn. A feeling of guilt has developed 
which contributes actually to the prob 
lem of alcoholism rather than aids i 
its solution.’’ ' 


Owens said that prohibition is not} 
the best way to treat ‘‘the disease of 
alcoholism.’’ ‘‘Some reasonable meth- 
od of control seems best to me, or 
even better, the development of dig- 
nity and personal discipline within a 
society-where alcoholic beverages are 
readily avaiable.” 


A reporter from the Charlotte Ob 
server,.in an interview with Owens, 
asked if he personally abstains from 
alcoholic beverages. Shaking his head, 
Owens replied: ‘‘If I want a beer, I 
have a beer. I don’t feel the necessity 
to hide. it. It’s no big problem for

open enrolment of new members after 
January 31, 1972. Any new member 
who joins prior to January 31, 1972 
will be eligible for coverage one 
month later. After the. closing date, 
all prospective new members must. 
provide evidence of good health with 
a waiting period of one year for pre- 
existing health conditions. 2 

Enrolment limitations do not affect 
current participants. 

Board officials have been deeply 
concerned about rising costs of med- 
ical care because they knew that 
Health Benefit Plan premiums had to 
be increased. Higher premiums will 
definitely create hardships on family 
budgets. The Board expressed hope 
that churches will provide payments 
for the premiums or at: least share 
part of the costs with their employes. 

Blue Cross had to increase premi- 
ums 36 per cent last April. Even with 
the increase, the current Plan is. ex- 
pected to show a deficit of almost 
$1,000,000 by December 31, 1971. 

Congress too is well aware of the 
high costs of medical care. A National 
Health Program looms as a real 
possibility, with approval maybe, as 
early as 1972. The Board feels very 
strongly that churches providing the 
Health Benefit Plan now will be much 
better prepared to cope with the full 
cost of mandatory National Health 
Program once it becomes law. 

Statistics reveal that the extra ex- 
penses incurred by churches during 
times of illness of ministers or em- 
ployes are greatly wreduced through 
the Health Benefit Plan. Since the 
Plan began in September, 1965, more 
than $22,250,000 has been paid in hos- 
pital and major medical benefits.
